The names of 
many have been lost through the years and it 
has been necessary to rename them as no one 
has been able to identify the varieties from old 
European catalogues. We have selected the best 
for propagation, many of which are listed herein, 
in addition to the old favorites. Each year we

INDICA AZALEAS—Group I 


MAGNOLIA ALBA—A Magnolia Gardens introduction. 
Large white with green blotch. Vastly 
superior to Fielders or Indica Alba. Blooms 
midseason. Sizes available: 6-8” to 18-24” 


FLOWERDALE RED—Early blooming scarlet-red. Small 
foliage. A Magnolia Gardens introduction.

FLOWERDALE PINK—A Magnolia Gardens introduc- 
tion.

VITATTA FORTUNEI—Very early blooming white with 
lavender stripes. Tall thin grower. 
Sizes available: 6-8” and 8-12” 


GEORGE FRANC—Pink with darker blotch; very early 
bloomer with large flowers. 
Sizes available: 6-8” and 8-12” 


INDICA ALBA—Early blooming pure white. 
Sizes available: 6-8” to 12-15” 


COMPTE de THOLE—One of our most popular—large 
early blooming salmon flowers. Tall growing. 
Sizes available: 6-8” to 18-24” 


EKLEGANS—Light pink, blooms early and heavily.

LADY LAVENDER—Tall growing late-blooming laven- 
der.

COCCINEA—Abundant flowering scarlet-red. Low 
growing habits.

Forms 
medium-sized bush.

PRAESTANTISSIMA—Beautiful rose-pink of the Dork- 
ing type.

PRINCE OF ORANGE—Dark orange-red blossoms — 
very floriferous

QUEEN OF ORANGE—Small yellowish-red flowers with 
dark green foliage—an unusual azalea. A
